In In- 


dia tbo favorite snake for exhibition is tho 
cobra, partly because of its more striking ap-

character being so well known, any trifling 
witb It appears to tho uniuitlalcil public tlio 
moie wonJeifiil. For, indeed, do the per- 
formances of Ibe Hindoo snake diaimers 
lose, on betier acquainiauce, all their mar- 
vellousuess, t'oi courage of a high order, aris- 
ing paitly from Hie confidence acquired by 
long practice, is manifested In seizing and 
bagging tlio dreadful ophidian. 
In most 


cases the charmer renders the reptiles barm- 
less by drawing their poison fangs, and the 
exhibition becomes then merely one of the 
snake's highly trained condition.

In the sauio way the inch- 
eumon or mongoose secuies iu contest with 
venomous snaki-s a compaiatlve immunity. 
It was for a long time an article of faith with 
wriiuis of popular works ou natural history, 
that this animal enjoyed a complete immu- 
nity, biitscii'iniflc experiment has corrected 
this fallacy. A mongoose and cobra con- 
fined logtitlici fought freely, and though the 
Utter seemed to tlie eye to strike his antag- 
onist repeatedly, tlie mongoose, on belli" 
esniuincd after killing Ihe snake, was found 
to bo untouched. Another cobra was then 
brought on to the scene, and being made to 
close its fangs 01; the mongoose's leg, the 
animal confessed its, susceptibility to the 
poison by dying in 4 minutes. It was there- 
fore by its superior activity alone that In a 
fair fight with tlie reptile it had escaped un- 
hurt and to the same cause tbe snake 
clidimcr owes tho immunity that attends "jia 
exhibition. But, us in the case of the mon- 
goose, Ihe snake charmer TV hen actu.illy bit- 
leu dies as rapidly as any oilier creature, 
and in spite ol all tlm poweis ol his charms, 
roots anil snake sloins. The Hindoo spec- 
tator refuses to bi-lievc this, mid enjoys, 
therefore by his credulity, a plcasutu denied 
to more Intelligent audiences, foi if we could 
only accept as Uiiih the churiuei'a statement 
that he lus really been bitten, and thai the 
red drops on the biuen spot were actually 
blood exuding from the faial puncture, aud 
could then believe that Uiu rooi ho smelt, 
Ihe stones he applied to the wound, and the 
chaimshe multereo were veritably concen- 
trating the maiiic of the cobra's peison, the 
spectacle would bo of surpassing interest, 
since it would be a miiaclii. 


For tho cobra's bite there is no remedy ex- 


cept instant amputation, and the snake 
cliarmor himself knows this well. 
As a 


means of general security he confides in bis 
dextrous alight of baud, but in cases of ac- 
cidents he carries a broad-bladed knife. — 
London Telegraph. 


SANITARY USES OP UUNFOWDKII __ A 


correspondent writes us from the Sandwich 
Island saying that during a long life spent 
in tropical fever districts he has been able 
to escape infection and rniasma by iho use 
of gunpowder, supplemented by a few shn- 
pl« precautions against sudden changes of 
temperature, sunstroke, bad water, and the 
like. He uses no water lhal has not been 
boiled aud aftei wards kept from air contact ; 
but bis main leliance is upon tbe practice 
of burning a thimbleful of gunpowdei iu his 
bedroom and very small quantities in his 
trunk, wardrobe, etc., so as to keep his 
clothes in an atmosphere feebly charged with 
gunpowder gas. Iu Madagascar, Reunion, 
Maurilius, the East Coast of Tropic Africa, 
and other fever-smitten lauds he has found 
such simple means a sure preventive of epi- 
demic and' endemic diseases, and has there- 
by been ofteu brought to the philosophic re- 
flect ion that, gunpowder is destined (o in- 
vert the aim intended by its fabrication.

IS EVERYTHING NOTHING BUT HT- 


DBOGEN? 


Bv the annotiDCOmont which Mr. Norman 


Lockyer lias just made to thn Paris Acade- 
my of bell-nee, to the effect that ho believes 
he has succeeded in roallisin- Faraday's 
famous prophecy with icgard' to reducing 
tlio so-called chemical alemeuts to air, the 
prospect of another grand discovery is added 
to tlie scrips of extraordinary facts which 
havo marked tho soienlillc unnals of tlio 
present year. St. Dumas, the venerable 
and accomplished French chemist, was tho 
medium through whom Mr. Lockyorcou. 
veyed these stailling tidings. Tbe 00 odd 
elements, of which, according to tbe school 
books now In use, all terrestrial matter Is 
.composed, aie iu reality, it la said, not ele- 
mentary, but compound bodies. Science 
lias been deceiving itself with mere Protean 
combination; of one arch substance. 
In- 


stead of 00 or 10 elements, the number may 
be even less than tho traditional four—earth 
air, lire aud water—which held so lone a 
sway, from tho Aristotelian period until tho 
days of Robert Boyle. In making lha com- 
municatiou to the Paris Aoademy, M. Uu- 
mas added thai the conclusion reached by 
Mr. Lockyer was tho result of three years' 
assiduous research. Conscious of its extra- 
ordinary characler and of tho entirely now 
aspect when tho discovery will i<lvo lo chem- 
ical science, Mr. Lockyur status thai ho will 
soud photographs and other details, which 
the academy will look for with suspended 
beliel. In tbu meanwhile, our distinguished 
taxanl has no hesitation m publicly disclos- 
ing tho specific cluractor of his discovery 
which has boon accomplished by tlio use ol' 
tlie most potent anil miiglenl of modern In- 
strument of analysis, the spectroscope. 


Tbe honor of achieving a piodlgioiia 


analytical success, which, If verified, must, 
ever be memorable In tlie history of molecu- 
lar physics, has for some years past been mi 
object of strenuous rivalry among a lew of 
our leading scientific workers. Tlio event- 
ual dissociation of the so-called elements 
waa confidently contemplated by Faraday 
nearly thirty years ago, and It Is not too 
much to say that tho expectations enter- 
tained by that eminent man gave a stimu- 
lant for woik in Uie laboratory which has 
never been lost by those wh» were privi- 
leged to be learners or fellow-laborers with 
him. 
Siuce Faraday's time, the whole ques- 


tion of the physical constitution of the uni- 
verse, and especially the particular manner 
in which creative power may have gradually 
elaborated the present cosmical older of 
things, lias been Investigated with a Rest, 
and u may bo added, with facilities for dis- 
covery, which have lent agreally-incioosed 
Interest and Importance to inquliies into the 
elementary and primal forrnsof matter. Tbe 
apparently well-grouudcd belief tbat the 
heavens afford to tbe view of the astrono- 
mer Uie process of world-making In Its va- 
rious stages lias done much of Into years to 
encourage tbe particular branch of research 
which now scams to be yielding such extra- 
ordinary am! valuable lesults. Mr. Lock- 
yer believes that, In spite of the multilorm 
aspects of tlie world in which we live, there 
is but one form of matter which Is truly ele- 
mentary. The primal element is presented 
to us in tbe shape of hydrogen. It Is not a 
little remaikable that the nature of bydrogon 
should have been a question to which the 
leading French chemists havo recently boon 
devoting their energies. 
It is now well 


known, thanks to M. Picket and his French 
colleague, that liydiogcn, In its gaseous 
form, can be and has been, reduced to a li- 
quid condition. 
Mr. Locker himself has 


airlved, by menus of the spectioscope, at 
the conclusion tlmt hydrogen can no longer 
be regarded as a simple clement. Fuilber, 
lie uolieves lie has pro\ed that hydrogen is 
the one body of which the various metals 
and caiths thai have hitherto constituted 
the chemist's catalogue of elements aie com- 
posed. So novel and striking an interpreta- 
tion of all the phenomena of aulmiileaiid In- 
animate nature, of all Iliat we can sue in the 
stany depths around Uf, as well as on our 
own globo, is difficult at first slghl lo enter- 
tain. That the substance we liuvu hcieto- 
fore known as a single unit in tlie groat lab- 
oratory should be endowed with such Pro- 
tean capacities of form, Is a conception 
which utterly eclipses all that poeiryor my- 
thology bus ever inspired, and the woild be- 
comes infinitely more wonderful by such 
revelations as now seem lo be brought with- 
in our grasp.

R»WTOI, KIXIEr SOCIETY. 


A meeting of tho citizens of Bristol was 


beld at Washington Hall on Friday after- 
nuou last, to etlect an organization fur the 
relief of the poor and the suppression of 
mendicancy. 
The mee.ing was largely at- 


tended by tue prominent citizens of Bristol, 
and inncb interest was manifested in the 
contemplated organization. On 
motion, 


William Kinsey E*q. was chosen Chairman, 
andj. Wesley Wi ight Secretary. Tbe^ec- 
rctttiy read the call for the meeting, and an 
luterdiangeof opinion upon Its desirability 
and the best methods ofpruceeduie was held. 


Joshua Peh ce spoke of the excellence of 


what is known as the Gennantown plan, 
which while affording relief to the poor in a 
population of 20,000 people, was so systcm- 
ized and thorough that the deserving only 
were laken care tif; one of the favorable 
points he mentioned was that in all gifts to 
the needy no money was contributed,but the 
relief was given in the aitides needed,eilber 
food or clothing. The Rev. Mr. Cunningham 
said that he had some prisons! experience in 
tho Genuiiutoun society, and extolled it 
highly. He said that it was almost luipossl- 
fortiudu'seiving people to impose upon the 
Society. Xo woith; person was neglected 
and no unworthy received benefits. 


111. Chailes E Scheldt1, as a member of 


the Council, spoku of the inefficiency of the 
borough fund, which was applind to the re- 
lief (if the poor. The amount was insuffi- 
cient, and it was -Jveu to families who had 
»chronic h'l'iit nf besieging the poor cotu- 
miU.ee every winter for aid, while peisons 
in greatei dtstltutlon woul I not ask for the 
relief which should be offered. Mr. J.Wes- 
ley Wright said th.it after an experience of 
1(1 years as Councilman, he had comu to 
the conclusion that the money speut by the 
borough for the poor, was misplaced charity) 
and gave several instances where men who 
were offered work would do nothing, but 
whose families regularly received from the 
Poor Committee, orders on the stores for 
goods and provisions. The borough appro- 
priated S200 a year, but spant $iOO or $500, 
for this purpose. 


Fanny Pairce gave the history of a family 


as narrated at a meeting in Philadelphia, the 
first generation which svas aided, received it 


ported by the Committee, with the excep- 
tion of a restriction In Article III, which 
was ottered by B. F. Uilkeson, and which 
confined the relief to be extended only to 
the residents of Bristol borough. Mr. Gilk- 
esou look the ground that if we commenced 
to feed the army ot tramps whicli passed 
•through Bristol on the road between the 
two great cities of the nation, we would Bud 
that (here would be such an influx of va- 
grants that there would b« nothing left for 
our own poor.

1. By establishing a permanent office with 
suitable accommodations for temporary re- 
lief. Provided, no lehef shall be afforded 
to any one not a resident of Bristol borough. 
2. By a system of visiting and inquiry, so 
thorough as to secure full knowledge of'the 
merits of each cose. 3. By assisting appli- 
cants for relief to obtain employment, in or- 
der that they may become self sustaining. 
4. By giving aid in food aud materials, and 
not in money. 


Article IV.- Membership. This associa-
